For Labor Won 
In Local Case 


The Division of Appeals of the 
| State of California Department of 
Employment has handed down a 
timely decision; an epic-making 
one for the State of California.

| Appellate Division found through 
| Referee Henry Heide, that em- 
ployees who were engaged in a 


; | trade dispute and picketing of the 


plant aaginst which the trade dis- 
| pute was in effect, that because of 
| the seasonal operation of a plant 
that employees were entitled to un- 
employment benefits. This is the 
first decision of its kind to be 
rendered in the State of California. 


The company contended that the 
pickets were not entitled to un- 
employment benefits because these 
employees left their work by 
reason of a trade dispute, and that 
the Act says that for the period 
during which the employee con- 
tinues out of work by reason of 
the trade dispute, he is ineligible. 


However, the Cannery Workers 
Union Local 679 of San Jose, who

represented these employees, mem-| 


bers of their Union, by its attorney, 
I. B. Padway, contended that be- 
cause of the fact that the company 
had a normal seasonal shutdown 
of six weeks, that the employees 
could not have been working in 
the plant and therefore were en- 
titled to their unemployment in- 
surance benefits for the six weeks. 


Referee Heide, in an unemploy- 
ment insurance history-making de- 
cision, found that the contention of 
the Union was correct. In his de- 
cision he pointed to the fact that 
but two states have passed upon 
a similar situation, namely, the 
States of Kansas and Okhahoma. 
Both of them had held that the 
employees engaged in a trade dis- 
pute as against a company oper- 
ating on a seasonal scale, were 
entitled to unemployment benefits. 
This decision will pay to the strik- 
ing employees upwards of $16,000. 

When approached by the re- 
; Porter for this paper for comment 
|on the decision, Attorney Padway 
| Said that it was an understanding 
and considered opinion by the 
Referee, one that would withstand 
any attack by the employers in the 
event an appeal were to be taken 
to the higher courts. He credited 
the result to the officers of the

diligently and forcefully marshaled 
the claims of its membership for 
unemployment insurance.

Army and civilian officials have. 
been feuding about who gets the 
men. Labor Department officials 
and experts at the National Secur- 
ity Resources Board are concerned 
lest our factories and laboratories 
be stripped. down to the point 
where they can’t produce. 

Draft Chief General Lewis B. 
Hershey drew fire from them after 
a speech in which he called for se- 
lective service laws containing 
fewer deferments for scientists and 
technicians. Hershey say we can’t 
reach a 3,000,000-man army unless 
this is done, 

AVOID OLD MISTAKES 

At the same time, Tobin was 
pointing to “the costly mistakes of 
World War II, when it became 
necessary to furlough thousands of 
men from the armed services to 
bolster lagging production of vital 
military supplies.” 

The Labor Secretary also dis- 
cussed the problem of switching 
present plant and manpower from 
civilian to*military production. A 
long stretch of that could ruin our 
economic system, he warned, “If 
we expand our defense production 
by contracting our civilian produc- 
tion, our overall plant and trained 
manpower will be essentially the 
same as before. 

EASIER CONVERSION 

“But if we expand our total plant 
by adding defense production on 
top of civilian production, and en- 
large our total trained manpower 
sufficiently for the expanded pro- 
duction, we can convert more 
rapidly te total mobilization than 
if we had to expand our plant and 
capacity after a crisis was upon

MUST TRAIN MORE 

The U. S; Employment Service 
announced plans to enlarge the la- 
bor supply by a voluntary program. 
Robert C. Goodwin, director of the 
Bureau of Employment Seeurity, 
said that “a much larger supply 
of skilled labor must be trained.” 
Goodwin pointed out that there is 
a much smaller pool of unemployed 
persons to draw on now than be- 
fore World War II.

In each of the preceding five years 
the average for the second quarter 
had been lower than that for the 
first. 

About 87,500 workers in manu- 
facturing establishments were dis- 
abled for one or more days because 
of work injuries during the second 
quarter, This total was 9 per cent 
above the estimate for the first 
quarter of 1950 and 4 per cent over 
that for the second quarter of 1949. 
An increase in employment and 
average hours worked per week 
accounted for part of the recent 
rise in the number of injury cases. 
Of the total number disabled, 300 
died as a result of their injuries 
and 5000 suffered some permanent 
body impairment. 

Working time lost during the 
quarter by these injured persons is 
estimated at about 1,800,000 man- 


;days. At current wage levels, this { 


represents an estimated value of 
about 18 million dollars. However, 
there are in addition continuing 
economic: losses arising from the 
deaths and permanent impair- 
ments, or for hospital, medical and 
other costs incidental to the treat- 
ment of these injuries.

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EDITORIALS 
PITCH IN AND WORK

Tt will take some hard and persistent work -for the 
men and women of labor to elect the candidates who 
have been endorsed by the California Labor League for 
‘Political Education. Many voters may not realize how 
important it is for labor to win this election, but they 
will before many more years pass by in case they lose 
now. 

What is required is that every voter, who favors the 
candidates endorsed by labor, actually votes on Election 
day. It will have to be a very large vote to win the 
election and that means that every man or woman who is 
for labor’s political program must respond without fail 
when the day for voting arrives. A large vote this year 
is certain to win, but on the other hand a light vote is 
equally certain to lose. 

Political enemies of labor are depending on a mil- 
lion or more not voting on election day of the very peo- 
ple who would vote for the candidates endorsed by labor 
if they did vote. The enemies of labor and the swarm 
of political workers they have at their disposal will see 
to it that every last vote against labor will be registered 
Nov. 7th. Hence if the vote is light they will win, but 
if labor and its many friends turn out full force for a 
record breaking vote victory will be ours. Be sure to 
vote yourself and really work from now till election day 
to get all other labor minded voters to do likewise. 


OUR PEOPLE AWAKEN SLOWLY 


It seems that the plain people of the United States 
have to be bumped hard and often before they come to 
realize that thev cannot afford to surrender to the blan- 
dishments of glib politicians who promise everything 
before election but who have demonstrated again and 
again that they forget all their promises after they are 
elected. Then, too, much too often, the average man has 
a way of forgetting his bitter experiences of the past and 
again falling for empty promises. 

Remember, for example, how millions stood in the 
breadlines during the last Republican administration 
of Herbert Hoover. Yet there are people who would 
with their own votes help to return us once more to 
just such chaos, poverty and suffering, sinrply because 
some glib-tongued political worker assures them that 
nothing like what happened before will ever happen 
again. 

Don’t be fooled. Not only can what has happened 
before actually happen again, but it could easily be 
much worse this time. Bread lines form whenever large 
numbers of workers lose their jobs for prolonged pe- 
riods of time. U nemploy ment benefits cannot last 
more than a comparatively few weeks. When the. bene- 
fit period ends and there still are no jobs in sight the out- 
look grows dark indeed. Whatever vou do don’t vote 
yourself back into such a situation. You had them in 
the twenties and the thirties. Surely you do not want 
another dose now in the fifties. If awake, stay awake. 


DOCTORS FORGET THEMSELVES 


It has always been maintained by physicians and sur- 
geons that it is unethical for members of their profes- 
sion to resort to advertising as a means of getting more 
practice from the general public. In the present elec- 
tion, however, our medical men seem to have forgotten 
completely that their profession ever advanced any 
such lofty claims. A national campaign is being waged, 
to which medical men generally have contributed $25 
each. The object of the campaign is to oppose any and 
all plans that would enable people generally to secure 
medical care and hospitalization, when needed, on a 
cooperative or collective basis, and to help elect re-ac- 
tionary lawmakers, who are opposed to all health insur- 
ance laws that would help to protect ordinary people 
against the outrageous fees and prohibitive hospital 
charges that have been spreading like a pest during re- 
cent years. 

It is announced that these medical men, who have 
prided themselves of being so ethical in the past, have 
now raised many million dollars to do one of the most 
unethical jobs ever undertaken in the United States, 
when they proposed to use paid advertising to tell the 
voters why they and their hospitals should be left free 
and untrammeled to continue to gouge ordinary Ameri- 
cans to the hilt with their rapidly growing fees for 
highly unethical practices. Evidently many of our 
medical men have forgotten they ever had any ethics.

(Labor Dept. Release) 

Washington, D. C.—Secretary of 
Labor Maurice J. Tobin has set up 
a new Office of Defense Manpower 
within his agency to coordinate 
Department of Labor functions in 
meeting labor needs of defense in- 
dustry and essential civilian em- 
ployment, 


At the same time, Tobin estab- 
lished an advisory inter-depart- 
mental committee on defense man- 
power composed of the heads of 
governmental departments and 
agencies having an interest in the 
field of defense manpower and la- 
bor supply, a management-labor 
advisory committee to be selected 
by the Secretary from industrial 
and agricultural management and 
labor, and a Wumen’s advisory com- 
mittee which the Secretary will 
name to advise him concerning the 
most effective use of women in 


meeting defense manpower re- 
quirements.

WIPE OUT THE 
SLUMS, “PAT” 
BROWN APPEALS 


District Attorney Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown of San Francisco has 
included an appeal for the elimina- 
tion of slum areas in his annual 
report on activities of the district 
attorney’s office, released this 
week. 

Brown, who is also the Demo- 
cratic nominee for attorney general 
in the November election, included 
the following paragraph in his re- 
port addressed to Mayor Elmer E. 
Robinson: a 

“Poverty continues to be the rich 
soil in which the seeds of crime 
flourish; and continued efforts 
should be made to wipe out blight- 
ed areas of our city. San Francisco 
could make its name eternally fa- 
mous by becoming the first major 
city in the world to be without 
a slum area, and I trust I shall 
live to see the day when this be- 
comes a reality.” 

Brown also urged the. State 
Legislature to consider revision of 
the so-called “twilight zone” of 
California law which deals with 
male and female offenders between 
the ages of 18 and 21. 

“This twilight zone results in two 
evils,” he said. “Either the offender 
is sent to the juvenile home where, 
because of age and experience, he 
is apt to exercise an evil influence 
on younger children with whom he 
comes in contact, or he is sent to 
the city prison where he increases 
his acquaintance with the opera- 
tions of the underworld through 
contact with older and more ex- 
perienced criminals. 

“The State Legislature should 
examine our present laws in this 
regard for therein lies one of the 
chief crime problems of Califor- 
nia.” 

In addition, Brown appealed to 
the newspaper, radio, television 
and motion picture industries to in- 
tensify their efforts to help com- 
bat crime and juvenile delinquency. 

As district attorney of San Fran- 
cisco and as past president of the 
District Attorneys’ Association of 
California, Brown has long been a 
leader in programs for the preven- 


ltion of: crime and juvenile de- 


linquency.
